In all such matters, 
outsiders must be advised that the re 
turn address for all such correspondence 
should be club, but directed "the atten- 
tion of the Council Secretary." This has 
'for a long time in the past been the ex 
pressed desire of the Council and 
it has been in the majority of casts 
adhered to. A few of the minor clubs 
seem to be the exception, whether be- 
cause they were unaware of the policy 
or chose to adopt other procedure. For 
their especial benefit this detail is once 
more called to student attention. All 
such correspondence and club matters 
will be kept on the respective club file 
and it will he there for the executive of 
'he rlub to refer to and have access to 
■ : will- It is hoped that strict adherence 
to this will obviate any duplicating of 
arrangements and will also centralize ail 
official contact with other colleges and 
correspondents.

Relief organ- 
izations arc working to the limit of 
their resources, but can touch only 
the fringe of the problem. It is now 
well known that millions arc to die 
this winter of cold and hunger. 

Valiant efforts have been made by 
the Imperial War Relief of Britain. 
The American Relief Administration, 
the Society of Friends and others, 
and the good work still goes on in the 
face of a . rapidly increasing need. Rc- 

icf is being administered bv these or-

ganizations in areas where destitution 
is most prevalent without regard for 
race or creed, for a situation like this 
can recognize no arbitrary distinc- 
tions. 

What is of particular interest to us 
at present is the fact, that among the 
Universities of Central Furope and 
Russia conditions prevail similar to 
those among the rank and file of the 
people.

The first of the lectures given under 
the direction of the McGill Social Ser- 
vice Department was delivered in the 
Chemistry Building yesterday afternoon, 
the speaker being Mr. J. A. Dale M.A. 
Professor of Social Science and Direct- 
or, Department of Social Service, Uni- 
versity of Toronto. 

The speaker was introduced by Mr. 
Howard Falk of the McGill Depart- 
ment, who spoke briefly of Prof. Dale's 
splendid record in Social Service work. 

The key-note of the lecture was as set 
down in the notices for this course, 
"The intricacies of' our present social 
and indiis'.rial system make it impossible 
tor us to live isolated and independent 
lives, and with our dependence on others 
come certain social duties and respons- 
ibilities. "This message was delivered in 
what one might term the form of a 
challenge directed to those of us whose 
lot has fallen in somewhat goodly place? 

We are all members one of another 
and in neglecting our dir:ies to those 
who have not been so fortunate we arc 
indirectly omitting part of the duty 
that we owe to ourselves- 

The lecturer dwelt upon the forces 
which are at work in any society and 
especially i:i a city like 'he one in vyhic! 
we live. He showed clearly how tb 
lives of every one of us is greatly de- 
termined by the two powerful in am 
society, native endowment and environ 
ment. In a great many cases the strains 
placed upon us by our complex civiliza- 
tion prey on these primary elements and 
in some cases they ultimately cause a 
break. Thus we ge: what we commonly 
term crime. Sir.ce we cannot develop in 
any way the native endowment with 
which an individual is equipped we may 
still aid this by bettering the surround 
ii.gs in which he has to live. 

Mr. Dale closed his illuminating dis- 
course with references to the various 
types of men and women who were do- 
ing something to help in this big work 
. d expressed the wish that many more 
disinterested might be found to carry on 
with the good which has already hoc. 
accomplished. ,

The wording of the Council's resolution that appears in this 
issue contains no clement of ambiguity or hesitancy. It expresses 
the point of view of the Undergraduate Body of McGill and sums 
up the student-attitude towards the question that has been con- 
stantly the centre of student discussion since the recent announce- 
ment of the proposed site in the "Hollow". The Council has taken 
its stand, and with the resolution goes the hope that the authorities 
"H receive it realizing all the earnestness and eagerness that 



prompts the step. 

Since the memorable day when the announcement was made 
that MacDonald Park was to be McGill property, there bad been 
one expectation continually cherished by every student— that of one 
day seeing the long-hoped-for gymnasium erected as the crowning 
feature of the great estate on Fine Avenue. Graduates contrasted 
the contemplated building with the old tumble-down affair at the 
corner of Mansfield Street, and the more they thought of the old 
basement, the more glorious and serviceable appeared the eventual 
gymnasium in MacDonald Park. Castles in the air were built by 
every athletic executive, conjectures of the building that would 
one day rise up as the centre of student-interest at the logical loca- 
tion— MacDonald Park. Its proximity there to the contemplated 
dormitories and the consequent attraction to dormitory life, and the 
service that it would render as an accessory to the Stadium Field 
' only went to augur that it would daily and nightly be the hub of 
the campus. 

Rumors were circulated about the college a short time, ago that 
the site might be changed. Such a radical and disappointing sug- 
gestion was taken as being groundless. And then came the official 
report, and with it the realization that the project- that had been 
so long anticipated was not going to materialize. 'The "Gym" was 
not going to be erected at MacDonald Park but, according to the 
best of information, in a very radically different location. Hence 
the pr^soitjtudent attitude; and with it the resolution of the Coun- 
cil, àtCcmpTïïfgâs best it can to convey to the Gôvcrriors"thc disap- 
♦ ppint'mcnt that lies in the hearts of all those of the undergraduate 
body :who care enough to take a stand for the best that can be got 
out of McGill. It docs not matter personally to the present student- 
body. -In all probability, a great majority of the men that have so 
keeitl'y felt the disappointment will not have the privilege of using 
the gymnasium as undergraduates when it does materialize. But 
they want to help the McGill of the future— for the gymnasium is 
going to serve many classes away off in time to come— they want 
to be assured that their successors at college get the best out of 
McGill and make use of the facilities of the campus to the best 
possible advantage. Hence the Resolution that goes forward today

Since colleges have become commonplace, and their ultimate ob 
ject has been lost sight of, educators have forgotten that education 
is merely a means to an end and not the end itself. We do not go 
to college and spend laborious hours acquiring knowledge merely 
tiie sake of knowing, but in order to train our minds to grapple 
whatever problems we may meet in later life True, the tech- 
nical student applies his knowledge directly : but the academic stu 
dent cannot claim that his studies will be of what is called "prac- 
tical" used to him after he leaves college. Those scholars who loved 
knowledge for its own sake, who comprised the nobility, so to speak, 
of the old "learn by rote" system arc fast disappearing, and with 
them, let us hope, will go the false educational traditions that have 
held real education down for decades. 

Knowledge is now offered wholesale. Instead of the colleges 
Accomplishing their avowed purpose— teaching a man to think, they 
ice turning out a man with a degree symbolizing the fact that he 
has done a prescribed amount of work.

Andrew Smith, former star fullback 
at Pennsylvania, has instituted a novel 
coaching system for the University of 
California's team. The Crimson and 



Navy both use a system whereby 
large number of elevens practice daily 
under the watchful eye o fa coach. The 
theory is that each man is thus given a 
chance to show his ability. 

Smith uses another idea however. A 
squad of 500 men is soon cut down to 
about 200. This last total is gone over 
again by Smith and his staff and about 
fifty arc retained. Another cut to 
about thirty-five is made after the se- 
cond week of practice and then the coch 
cs concentrate on ithese with the reult 
that every man is of 'first string mat- 
erial. 

The value of the system was proved 
by California's win over Washington 
last fall by the score of 72 to 3, when 
Pcnn. State barely scored a third of that 
amount. This -is especially significaiv 
when it is considered that Penn State 
used her strongest team while Califor 
nia after the first period used a team o 
subsitutcs. ' 



PRINCESS. 



"While the tide in modern educa- 
tion seems to run strong and in great 
volume for what is called practical 
training, the highest attainments in 
market-place, the shop and the factory," 
said President EmirJtus William E 
Huntington, speaking before the 
scholars who arc . studying in the Col- 
lege tfi Liberal Arts as beneficiaries un- 
der the Prof. Augustus Howe Buck Ed- 
ucation Fund, and before a number of 
the faculty at a recognition meeting 
held a short time ago. 

Dr. Huntington urged ".he students to 
interest themselves in classical studies 
as a fitting memorial to Prof. Buck, the 
professor of Greek languages and lit- 
erature in whose; memory the fund was 
given to the college. 

"To be in studious eontact with .she 
poets, dramatists, thinkers of Athenian 
Roman renown, during the years of 
college training under inspiring teach- 
ers, gives a flavor, an elevation to 
scholarship that does not come by any 
other means," said Dr. Huntington. 

Dr. Huntington gave a brief sketch 
of the life and attainments of Pof. 
Buck. He. said in part: — 

"May 1 remind you that Professor 
Buck came to his eminence, not by ac- 
cident, ! not by reliance upon the strong 
arm of a rich father or of a benevoleiv 
patron, or by a freak of good fortune; 
but, through struggle, by overcoming ob- 
taclc.% by rigid habits of economy of 
time and money — he gained his educa- 
tion, masteripg a rugged environment in 
his youth, attaining at length the rank 
of a successful scholar, the first and ne- 
cessary qualification for a teacher. 

"His physical outfit was unusual, 
the bodily expression of power in mind 
and heart. His presence in any com- 
pany was impressive. He moved in 
his daily walks as if Ire had work to do; 
and wanted to get at it. He never loiter- 
ed; his mind was too active for any idle 
hours, or for mere story telling, or -fri- 
volous chat. Always accessible, cordial, 
friendly, he would not waste time in im- 
pofitablc inccrcoure. 

"His love for classical study re- 
vealed itself in his boyhood; for he had 
read the Acncid before he was twelve 
year old. The greater part of his teach- 
ing was in Greek and Latin courses- 
the two most prominent schools being 
tlx Roxbury Latin School, where he was 
master in Latin and Greek courses, and 
from whence he* was called to the chair 
of Greek Language and Literature in 
Boston University. This position he held 
in honor and distinction until lie retired 
in 1901."

The niecti with the New York A.C. 
will be a triangular one as far as 
swimming is concerned. McGiil, 
M.A.A.A. and the visitors will enter 
teams, while in polo the two city 
teams will combine. The date or 
arrangements for this meet have not 
been definitely •'decided; 'but 'it'" will 
likely be held the first or third week 
in February, 

This year 'Varsity will visit Mont- 
real for swimming and the first of 
the home-and-homc water polo games, 
which will take place in the Y.M.C.A. 
tank, probably on February 24th and 
25th. 

Syracuse University has asked for 
a date, and if it can be managed, will 
visit here on the - fourth of March. 

Nothing definite i-has.'- been decided 
concerning these international meets, 
but it is expected that arrangements 
will be soon completed. 

The New York A.C. has a very 
strong polo team, and a swimming 
squad practically as strong. While 
on their recent trip to the States 
this club, under the - Olympic Water 
Polo Rules, defeated McGiil. 6—0. The, 
game followed . directly upon the 
swimming, meet so. .consequently our 
team was not. in. the hcs.t .of shape. 
In Montreal, rc-cnforccd by several 
M.A.A.A. players, the result should 
be more in our favor. The. triangular 
swimming meet should prove decided- 
ly popular. Several of Canada's best 
swimmers will compete with the met- 
ropolitan champions.' " - 

The Syracuse contest will be sole- 
ly a university one.

DANCE REFORMER 
SAYS JAZZ IS DYING 

"The Jazz" is slowly but surely go- 
ing into the discard, according to a 
statement issued here by Fcnton liott, 
of Dayton, O.. director of dance re- 
form of the American National Asso- 
ciation, masters of dancing. 

"The 'Fox Trot' is the dance that 
receives the most abuse by tjic danc- 
er," said the statement, "and it is the 
'Fox Trot' music as written and play- 
ed in 'Jazz' fashion that causes the 
dancer to abuse this popular dance.. 
There is nothing wrong with the 'Fox 
Trot' or the steps in the 'Fox Trot,' 
but it is a conceded fact among all 
teachers of dancing that the Oriental 
suggestiveness and broken time in the 
Fox Trot Jazz music, together with 
the lack of sufficient supervision, is 
responsible for the downward trend of 
the dance. 

Began Work Two Years Ago 

"The American National association 
of Masters of Dancing began two 
years ago. to work for cleaner danc- 
ing. Hundreds of welfare associa- 
tions, thousands of college deans, po- 
lice women everywhere, and finally 
the public dance hall proprietors are 
listed in the work with us. Wc feel 
and hope that the crest of the wave 
of this disgusting wriggling 'Jazz' has 
been reached and reports to ns from 
every part of the country show 'clean 
dancing' crusades being slartd every- 
where. 

"All exaggerated movements, espec- 
ially of the upper parts of the body, 
arc in bad taste in social dancing, and 
arc never found with true refinement 
and culture."

"Don't permit suggestive move- 
ments. 

"Don't permit dancer to copy the 
extremes that arc now used on the 
modern stage."

That universities of the middle- west 
will soon be boasting of twenty to 
twenty-five thousand students is the 
prediction of Dean Irving S. Cutter 
of the college of medicine' of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. Dr. Cutter lie 
lieves that universities which do not 
have a student body of that large a ntim 
bcr will be missing the mark. 

This enormous growth among uni- 
versities of the middle west will come, 
Dean Cutter says, because the people 
are going to begin demanding the type 
of education the university can give 
them. State universities today arc proud 
when they have a student body in the 
neighborhood of 10,000. "That doesn't 
begjn to measure the service they can 
give and will give some time," the dean 
continued. 

Dr. Cutter explained that while no 
tuition is charged, except in professional 
schools, certain fees combine with en 
dowment interest and government funds 
provided under various laws to make up 
about one-third of the yearly cxpedi- 
liircs, so that tax-payers do not go down 
in their pockets for three million dollars 
a year, as some of them believe, but for 
very much less than that; and they get 
ill return service that they arc only be 
ginning to appreciate. 

REJUVENATION OF 
IRON ORE DEPOSITS 

Process Developed by Re- 
search and Experiment 

This is the Iron Ago. An Aluminum 
Age may follow— but its sun is far be 
low the eastern horizon. 

J ron is essential to the presciv: high 
degree of usefulness and independence 
which the United States enjoys among 
the nations of the world. Necessary 
production and improvement at' iron a::d 
steel depend upon research by metal- 
lurgists, chemists, physicists, engineers 
and geologists. 

Each year Mierc arc consumed in the 
United States about 75,000.000 tons of 
iron ore. Methods of smelting now in 
vogue demand ore containing 50 per 
cent or more of iron.- Known deposits 
meeting tlu's requirement arc being rap- 
idly depleted. To be sure, they will last 
many years. But what next? One ans- 
wer is: New deposits of rich ore may be 
found in our country ; but the search 
has already been diligent. If found, 
rich ore bodies may not be advantage- 
ously situated in respect to transporta- 
tion, blast furnaces or steel mills. • A 
second reply Ls— -Import: there arc rich 
ore deposits in other countries, some of 
which arc already controlled by Amer- 
icans. Objections arc obvious, especial- 
ly in times of national defense, when 
iron is most needed. 

A third solution of this problem has 
long been sought by scientists and in- 
ventors. Large suhis of money have 
been devoted to experiments. Success 
at length seems assured, h is the eco- 
nomic utilization of low-grade ores. 
There arc vast deposits of such iron 
ores conveniently situated as to trans- 
portation and existing iron and steel 
industries. D. C. Jackling and associat- 
ed engineers,, members of the America:', 
lusti-utc of Mining and Metallurgical 
Engineer*, after exhaustive research fol- 
lowed by experiments on a scmi-com- 
meriial scale, have developed .-> practic- 
al process. Five years of hard work 
were necessary in which all previous 
knowledge was utilized and hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were spent. 

Large quantities of low-grade ores 
are of the magnetic variety. It is to 
such ores that :he new . process applies. 
There are estimated to be many bil- 
lions of tons. These ores are to be 
quarried in.' huge quantities, crushed and 
ground, and .then the iron-bearing par- 
ticles will be separated from the re- 
mainder by "electro-magnetic . methods. 
This selected 'portion is sintered (par- 
tially fused so as to form masses) and 
crushed to convenient size. A rich con- 
centrate results, in acceptable condition 
for the. blast furnace. 

Extended experience in mining and 
working these lean ores will doubtless 
bring improvements, and, with contin- 
ued research, grca* economies may be 
effected This beneficiating of low- 
grade iron ores, so as to make them us- 
able, must be accomplished 5: the Unit 
ed States is to continue to hold its po- 
sition as a sterl producer on the pres- 
ent scale. The studies have not been 
confined to any single ore deposit. Ores 
from many localities have been put 
through the tests. Machinery and meth- 
ods of great value to the iron and steel 
industry, as a whole, have been devel- 
oped. . The first unit (costing $4,000,- 
000) of a large plant for the concen- 
tration of these low-grade ores is under 
construction in Minnesota. The cost of 
the complete plant has been put at $60,- 
000,000; its capacity would be 100,000 
tons of rock daily, yielding «10,000 tons 
of concentrates.

Idea Originated at the Union 
Theological Seminary 

Students of five colleges in New 
York- have organized to arouse a 
greater sense of responsibility in in- 
ternational affairs among the student 
body of the city, and to nject the gen- 
eral demands of women's clubs, 
churches, and schools for speakers on 
the issues raised by the Washington 
Conference. Teams of speakers arc 
being sent out by Union Theological 
Teachers College to address meetings 
College, General Seminary. and 
Teachers College to address mctings 
in and about the city on problems of 
Internationalism. 

This spontaneous student enterprise 
was initiated at Union Theological 
Seminary by Laurence Sears, Joseph 
Chassell. Walker Aldcrton, nad Rob- 
et Dunn, all members of the student 
body. Realizing that the students in 
America arc less active than those of 
any other nation in voicing their opin- 
ions on public events, they planned 
to do their part towards making up 
the deficiency by .sending out deputa- 
tions to speak .on Christianity in In- 
ternationalism. This general subject 
they divided into three fields: The 
Conference at Washington, Problems 
of the Far East, and the Place of 
Christianity in Internationalism. As 
the plan has worked out at Union 
Seminary, Chinese and Japanese stu- 
dents arc among those chosen to 
speak on the Far East. 

The need: for special study in pre- 
paration -for the, -dentation work, as 
it'is -cfhlled.- was- noted by the student 
committee on November first, when 
the completed plan was submitted to 
the faculty in a petition. A request 
was made for their co-operation in the 
organization of such classes as would 
be necessary for equipping the stu- 
dent speakers. The faculty was quick 
to realize the advantage of such work 
in conjunction with the regular cur- 
riculum. Arrangements were made 
for Saturday morning classes divided 
into iyeo periods— the first to be de- 
voted to three separate classes where 
the three different aforementioned 
phases of the subject would be dis- 
cussed; the second to he general 
meeting of all the student speakers 
where conference matters of current 
importance .could be discussed and 
resolutions passed expressive of the 
student opinion. 

No difficulty has been experienced 
in placing speakers. Dr. Sidney L. 
Gulick, director of the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches of Christ in America, 
lias helped materially by writing to 
the churches in and about New York 
City, telling of the deputation work, 
and suggesting that teams of speak- 
ers be invited to the various churches. 
As a result of these letters, requests 
for speakers have been coming in 
faster than they could he filled by 
seminary men. More than twenty- 
fivc teams have been sent out by Un- 
ion Seminary alone since Nov. 1J.

f essors have been reduced to poverty 
and hunger. The first question us- 
ually asked with regard to this is: 
'Why don't the students leave the 
universities and go to work?" The 
answer is .simple. . As many as can 
do *s,o, .but. ..what chance have they 
where millions of men already train- 
ed for the jobs which students might 
seek are out of work and fighting for 
the places. With starvation facing 
them wherever they turn they may 
as well struggle on at collrge in hope 
that they mrfy complete their courses 
and enter the professional field where 
there is still a shortage oi men due 
to the war. The student centres most 
affected are in Poland, Czcciio-Slo- 
vakin, Esthonia, Austria, Hungary, 
Germany and Russia, besides colleges 
containing many refugee students in 
France and Switzerland. It is esti- 
mated that there arc approximately 
20,000 such refugees in European uni- 
versities. 

Over a year ago. the task oi caring 
for the student portion of the popu- 
lation in these places was given over 
to the World's Student Christian Fed- 
eration, which is the only world-wide 
student organization. The Federation 
opened a headquarters office in Gen- 
eva, and working in co-operation with 
the American Relief Administration, 
collqctcd and distributed relief to the 
amount of $600,000 last year". No 
question of creed or race was consid- 
ered; a genuine need was the only 
criterion., (u the collection of funds 
the universities of. 23 countries helped. 
Canadian students gave $3,500 up to 
March of last year besides second- 
hand clothing. But this was really 
the work of a comparative few; for 
example, $1,000 of the amount was 
given by one. small college of 250 
students. This year the demand is 
even .more, imperative because the 
need is more desperate. It is our 
second chance to help.
